6. Though there is not much encourage- 
ment for the Kuchipudi dance traditions 
now-a-days, Shri Chinta Krishna Murthy and 
others have been holding on to the tradition 


and preserving it. In the same way Srimathi 
Chittajalu Vaidehi and Induvadana and 
others have been holding on to the Deva 
Dasi tradition and preserving the art. The 
Seminar therefore, congratulates these artistes, 
Though according to the Kuchipudi dance 
tradition men alone should play the part of 
women, the Kuchipudi artistes have been 
coming forward to train women also to play 
the roles of women. The Seminar takes note 
of this innovation and welcomes the steps 
takéir-in this direction. 


7, It is hereby resolved to request the 
Akademi to hold Seminars on music and 
drama also as has been done in the case of 
Kuchipudi dance. 


8. This Seminar congratulates the Sangeet 
Natak Akademi authorities for having arranged 
this Kuchipudi Dance Seminar and conducting 
it successfully.
